THE INCARNATION 


By the late Dr. R. L, Moyer, Dean, Northwestern Schools 


“His mother.” “My Son.”—Matt. 2:13-15. 


The incarnation is fundamental 
truth. It is initial. All truth that 


follows grows out of this. “In- 
carnation” is a Latin word mean- 
ing literally “enfleshment.” It is 


the account of God’s assuming a 
living bodily form. Too many 
times, in thinking of the entrance 
of Christ into the world, men con- 
sider merely the birth of a baby. 
We need. to remember that we 
are not talking merely about that 
—that is, the birth of a baby, but 
about the incarnation by way of 
the virgin birth. 


“His Mother” 


When an angel of the Lord in- 
structed Joseph to go into Egypt, 
he did not say, “Take your young 
child and your wife,” but rather, 
“Take the young child and his 
mother.” This expression is found 
four times in Matthew 2:13-21, 
and proves that Joseph had noth- 
ing to do with the begetting of the 
Child. 

The testimony of Scripture is 
very clear as to the virginity of 
Mary and her discovered mother- 


hood before her marriage to Jo-\ 


seph. “Now the birth of Jesus 
Christ was on this wise: When as 
his mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came together, 
she was found with child of the 
Holy Ghost” (Matt. 1:18). Mary 
was espoused to Joseph. The tie 
of betrothal was, in the eye of 
the Jew, as sacred as marriage. 
The hand of God was evident in 
this betrothal, or marriage. God 
had covenanted with David that 
he should never lack a son to sit 
upon his throne in Jerusalem, and 
now God was moving to bring this 
about. 

Mary was espoused to Joseph, 
but the marriage had not been 
consummated. She was still in the 
home of her parents; the bride- 
groom had not taken the bride 
home, but they were both looking 
forward to the nuptials. Then, 
after the espousal and before the 
marriage, “she was found with 
child of the Holy Ghost.” I suppose 
no greater trial ever came to a 
betrothed couple than came to 
Mary and Joseph. Bishop Ryle 
says, “It brought with it, no doubt, 
at a distant date, great honor; 
but it brought with it for the pres- 
ent no small danger to Mary’s 
reputation, and no small trial to 
Mary’s faith.” “And when she saw 
him {the angel ofthe Lord| she 


was troubled at his saying”’ 
1:29). 

Mary was espoused to Joseph, 
but now there arose what must 
have seemed an impassable bar- 
rier between them. Mary knew 
the secret, but Joseph did not. 
Who can imagine the feelings of 
Mary in those days? She was to 
have the highest grace that the 
Lord could bestow upon a wom- 
an—she was to be the mother of 
the Christ, but she had to under- 
go a trial most painful, a shame 
most terrible to a pure, human 
soul. Who would believe her 
story? Who did? Undoubtedly, 
very few. Undoubtedly Mary was 
looked upon as a sinful girl. That 
is what those Jews meant when 
they cast this into the face of 
the Lord Jesus: “We be not born 
of fornication” (John 9:41). And 
when this story came to Joseph

He preached about Herod: “Go 
ye, and tell that fox |Herod|”’ cer- 
tain things. He preached about 
the ‘mprisonment of John the Bap- 


/Movieland Madness

Anyone who says that the moral 
tone of Hollywood movies is im- 
proving is either an ignoramus or 
a liar—or both! The movieland 
menu offers slop instead of sub- 
stance, garbage rather than good- 
ness, husks and chaff in the stead 
of wholesomeness and cleanliness. 
The truth of this terrible tragedy 
is mightily magnified with the 
realization that the situation is 
rapidly worsening—like lightning 
racing across the expanse of the 
heavens from east to west! 


A year ago I wrote an article 
for “THE SWORD OF THE LORD, en- 
titled, “Movie Morals Hit New 
Low,” in which I lamented that 
Hollywood offerings had gone from 
bad to worse. Now it seems that 
the “worse” of only twelve months 
ago is in reality “mild” compared 
with the “average” of today! 

The situation has become so in- 
tolerable that even Life magazine 
—Wwhich has earned for itself the 
well-deserved reputation of not be- 
ing a Sunday School paper—com- 
mented editorially about “Holly- 
wood’s new sex-and-sadism kick.” 

As an illustration of this fact, 
it is significant that The Legion 
of Decency placed the “objection- 
able” label on nearly twice as 
many pictures in 1960 as they did 
in 1959. In the latter year they 
branded 14.9% of the films “ob- 
jectionable,” but in the year just 
ended they felt it necessary to 
place “the astounding figure of 
24.33%” of the output in that 
category, saying that Hollywood 
had shown “an alarming departure 
from previously accepted and re- 
spected standards” of decency in 
just 12 months. It charged that 
many of the films were unsuitable 
even for “adults only” audiences. 

This accusation carries even 
more weight when one realizes, as 
Life expressed it, that the Legion’s 
“standards are more sophisticated 
than they once were,” so much so 
that “it can no longer be called a 
blue-nosed outfit.” Too, remember 
that The Legion of Decency is an 
arm of the Roman Catholic 
Church which promotes dancing, 
drinking, gambling, etc. on its

own premises and therefore would 
hardly have the highest moral 
convictions. 

The editorial in Life also said: 


“If movies are bluer than ever, |

there is little doubt about 
reason. The Supreme Court, the 
Hollywood Production Code, and 
general public sentiment (includ- 
ing that of the Legion itself) have 
combined to relax the old Hays 
Office taboos in favor of more 
mature’ and lifelike screen stand- 
ards In law and in fact 
we are a less puritanical country 
than we were five or ten years 
ago. The ... result has been... 
a wave of smut.” 

When The Catholic Legion of 
Deceny’s report was made by 
Bishop James A. McNulty, chair- 
man of the Episcopal Committee 
for Motion Pictures, Radio and 
Television, to the annual meeting 
of Catholic bishops of the United 
States, the bishops immediately is- 
sued a “call to action” comprising 
of an official command for al) 
loyal Catholics to join in a box 
office boycott of dirty movies. 

The bishops charged that Holly- 
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tist: “Among them that are born 
of women there hath not risen a 
greater than John the Baptist.” 
Jesus preached on current events. 
He went into the temple, scourged 
away the moneychangers. 
kept up with current events. 
He talked about current events. 
We would do well to make Chris- 
tianity practical. Jesus referred 
to current happenings all the time. 

On the other hand, the Saviour 
did not use current events as do 
SO many preachers these days. I 
remember back yonder when 


preachers thought Mussolini was | 


a°sign of Jesus’ coming right away. 
When he got killed, then Hitler 
was a sign of Jesus’ coming right 
away. Then most everything that 
happened was a sign that Jesus 
was going to come right away. 
Some preachers have had to call 
their books out of circulation and 
put in some new sign of Jesus’ 
coming right away; the old one 
didn’t work. 

That is not the way Jesus used 


current events. He did not use 
current events as any basis for 
doctrine, but as an_ illustration 
that your sins will find you out, 
that God punishes sin, and you 
had better repent. One doctrine 
that is always in order and you 
can use nearly anything in the

world to illustrate it is that poor 
wicked men need saving and that 
Jesus Christ came to do it. Jesus 
used current events to get people 
to repent of their sins. 


When. that criminal Dillinger 
died, I preached on, “Be Sure 
Your Sins Will Find You Out,” 
or “How Dillinger’s Sin Caught 


| Up With Him.” I preached on 
‘The Electrocution of The Atom 
Spies, Julius and Ethel Rosen- 


| berg.” That was a Bible kind of 


sermon following the pattern of 
Jesus Christ, because He said, 
‘You know what happened to those 
eighteen on whom the tower in 
Siloam fell.’ He said, ‘Remember 
those Galilaeans whom Pilate. ex- 
ecuted because they Were traitors 
and he mingled their blood with 
their sacrifices. Well I preach 
that kind of a sermon too, and 
expect men to repent of their sins 
and be saved. It is good for 
preachers and Christian workers 
to remember that current events 
always emphasize that fact of sin 
and a need for a Saviour. Jesus 
used current events in that way 
and we ought to use them that 
way, too. 


God Is Back of All Punish- 
ment of Sin 
Jesus preached on judgment and 


punishment of sin. Here Jesus 
took authority for saying that 
God is in back of all punishment 
for sin. Somebody asked Jesus, 
‘Do you know about those people

Up in Wisconsin a few months 
ago it was discovered that the 
state law prohibited the advertis- 
ing and sponsoring of athletic 
teams by breweries.

is changed. And when it is not

Silence usually may be golden 
but word from Loughton, England, 
proves that such is not always the 
case. George Lusher was brought 
into a Loughton court by his wife 
in a divorce suit and she explained 
it this way: 

George got home late one day 
from a golfing engagement. When 
his wife bawled him out, he re- 
solved not to say another word to 
her until she apologized. Mrs. 
Lusher, equally as stubborn, de- 
termined._that she would match 
George silence for silence.

Buried Treasure at Church 
When a LaPuente, California, 

congregation broke ground for 
their new $200,000 church, a bull- 
dozer blade ,tipped over an old 
orange tree and uprooted a mason 
jar.

him in prison. Charles Haddon 
Spurgeon was out-and-out for God 
—and they criticized and ostra- 
cized him because of the separa- 
tionist stand “the down-grade 
movement” caused him to take. 
Charles G. Finney was out-and-out 
for God—and the preachers and 
churches of his day slandered him, 
fought him and tried to curtail 


his ministry. Dwight L. Moody 
'was out-and-out for God—and 
they nicknamed him “Crazy” 
Moody. 


So it has always been, so it al- 
ways will be as long as the ene- 
mies of Jesus Christ are loose to 
foment their hatred of His cause 
and truth. 


John Rice found this sadly true 
in his ministry. He would not have 
cared if the opposition had come 
from the bootleggers, the brothels, 
the dance-hall and _ pool-room 
crowd, the gamblers, the atheists, 
or even the modernist-infidels on 
the inside of the church. He fought 
them so fiercely and openly that 
retaliation could be expected and 
even welcomed. But one of the 
most difficult.things of his minis- 
try has been opposition from those 
whom he has loved, boosted and 
befriended. 


His first major opposition came 
from denominational leaders with- 


‘In the Southern Baptist Conven- 


tion. As has already been men- 
tioned, in the fall of 1926 and 
spring of 1927, he was frequently 
a guest speaker on radio KFQB. 
At first, before he began his own 
daily broadcast, he spoke at the 
invitation of Dr. J. Frank Norris, 
the famous, controversial and 
feared pastor of Fort Worth’s 
First Baptist Church. At that time 
there had arisen a very serious 
question about the teaching of

the sociology 
book, Intro- 
duction to Sociology, was exam- 
ined, it was very evident the 
charges some of the ministerial 
students had been making were 
true and that Dr. Dow did teach 
the ascent of man through evolu- 
tion. This matter was discussed 
repeatedly by Dr. Norris and 
others on KFQB to the continual 
embrassment and chagrin of the 
Baptist leaders in Texas. 


In due time a committee of 
three—Professors E. L. Carnett 
and T. B. Masten of the South- 
western Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary and Pastor Williams of the 
Seminary Hill. Baptist Church, 
now the Gambrell Street Church 
—came to call on Evangelist Rice. 
They told him he should never 
again speak on station KFQB 
since that station was under con- 
trol of Dr. J. Frank Norris, a man 
about to be excluded from the 
Southern Baptist Convention and 
openly opposed by leaders. They 
charged Rice with allowing Norris 
to embarrass Texas Baptists by 
speaking on the station. A plan 
was already worked out: they 
informed him to the effect that if 
he did not cease immediately ap- 
pearing on the radio station—and 


the matter, he felt he did not dare, 
so early in his ministry especially, 
allow men to browbeat, coerce, or 
bluff him, thereby controlling his 
ministry. He felt that altogether 
too many others had bowed to 
denominational leaders and had 
thus curtailed their ministry by 
pleasing men instead of God. So 
the next Sunday he spoke again 
on KF QB and told the whole story 
to the public, vowing his independ- 
ence of human leadership as long 
as he felt certain of God's leading 
and will. 

‘ He told the people that Sunday 
what he had already told God 
during the dark, long periods of 
the night—that if God could not 
open doors, could not give him 
places to preach, could not provide 
for his family apart from the ap- 
proval of denominational leaders, 
then he would find another God 
to serve who could! He told them 
he would not preach the Gospel 
for~-a God who could not take 
care of His preacher. 


That day—thoughtfully and 
prayerfully weighing the issues in- 
volved—he resolved to risk his 
entire ministry on the proposition 
that if God called_a man to preach 
He could open the doors and pro- 
vide for the man’s care in that 
ministry. Claiming the promise, 
* for he hath said, I will 
never leave thee, nor forsake thee. 
So that we may boldly say, The 
Lord is my helper, and I will not 
fear what man shall do unto me” 
(Heb. 13:5, 6), he set out to prove 
the truth of the statement, “If 
God be for us, who can be against 
us?” (Rom. 8:31). 


Following this break with the 
denomination in which he was 
raised, saved, baptized, educated, 
ordained and had served all his 
life, a surprising thing happened 
to his ministry. Where he had 
formerly preached often to rather 
small congregations, now he began 
to get great crowds of common 
people to hear him. Where he had 
before preached so often to young 
people that friends suggested he 
specialize in youth meetings, now 
he began to have old, hardened 
sinners, drunkards, convicts, pro- 
fane people, Catholics, and infidels 
to hear him preach. Where he had 
previously ministered primarily to 
those already connected with 
churches, now he began to reach 
great masses of those on the out- 
side. Today, more than thirty 
years after the challenge and test 
of lordship by the denomination, 
he has abundant proof that Jesus 
Christ is the One who opens doors 
so no man can shut them and clos- 
es doors so no one can open them. 
He has the key of David! 

Strangely and surprisingly, the 
next major opposition came not 
from some denominational leader, 
but from the independent brother 
with whom he had stood even at 
the cost of turning his back upon 
his beloved denomination, Dr. J. 
Frank Norris!

Dr. Bob Jones, Sr., has said, 
“Simplicity is Truth’s most be- 
coming garb.” It seems strange 
to those who know Jesus Christ 
as Saviour that the world feels 
t is necessary to “enhance” the 
Bible. “For the word of God is 
quick and powerful, and sharper 
than any two-edged sword, pierc- 
ing even to the dividing asunder of 
soul and spirit, and of the joints 
and marrow, and is a discerner 
of the thoughts and intents of the 
heart” (Heb. 4:12). The Bible 
needs no musical backgrounds for 
“effect.” 
With typical “Hollywood” pro- 
duction methods, Mr. Charlton 
Heston of “Ten Commandments” 
and “Ben Hur” fame, has recorded 
“The Life and Passion of Our 
Lord Jesus Christ” according to 
the Gospels. As might be expected, 
his interpretation is highly dra- 
matic. Musical background is pro- 
vided by the Robert DeCormier 
Chorale. While this type of thing 


has wide appeal to those whose 


religion is superieai, it strikes 
the sincere Christian as shallow, 
without real conviction. The read- 
ing is often not true to the text. 
Significant portions are left out 
altogether. Words are changed to 
give meanings which are not found 
jn the text. The Deity of Jesus is 
“played down.” 

The album is produced by Van- 
guard Recording Society, Inc., of 
New York. There are two records 
in the album. Our recommenda- 
tion? Read the Bible yourself! 
If you must have it read to you 
find someone who knows and loves 
the dear Lord Jesus, someone who 
will make all that the Bible makes 
of His Deity, to read to you. They 
may not have the voice quality 
nor the dramatic ability but their 
heart will be in it and the heart 
makes all the difference.

and lowly in heart: 


Uncle Chuck came in late the 
other night from a revival meet- 
ing where he had preached. A few 
nights before, a little nine-year- 
old boy had been saved. His 
mother had told the evangelist, 
Uncle Chuck, gratefully, “Thank 
you ‘so much for telling my boy 
how to be saved. I would never 
have been able to do it.” But 
when Chuck came home several 
nights later he told me about a 
man at the service who had talked 
about “age of accountability” as 
being twelve years old. That big 


‘ expression simply means the age 


at which God holds us responsible 
for our sins. Now we all know 
that babies learn to walk at dif- 
ferent ages. A very agile baby, 
usually not a fat one, may be 
running about when he is nine 
months old, but other babies may 
not learn to walk before they are 
eighteen months old. Perhaps the 
average age is more like a year 
old. Now no one would say that 
the baby who wants to walk be- 
fore he is a year should be kept 
from it because he is not the 
“average” age. And everyone 
knows that you can’t make the 
baby walk at a year old who isn’t 
ready to walk till he is eighteen 
months old. 


In the same way we cannot set 
any age at which we can Say, “At 
this age a boy is a sinner, not be- 
fore!” I feel sure that that boy, 
nine years old, who wanted to be 
saved, was saved. Of course he 
didn’t understand all the Bible, 
all that was involved, but he could 
give his heart to Jesus and know 
he would go to Heaven. He knew 
he was a sinner and that God 
wanted to save him. Any child 
who knows he is a sinner is old 
enough to be saved, though people 
often think that a child does not 
know he does wrong. 

Let me tell you my own ex- 
perience. 

I was only five when I became 
aware of the fact that I was a 
wicked sinner. I was a P. K., 
preacher’s kid, and all my life had 
gone to services several times a 
week. I heard the Bible preached 
often, and every day in our home 
Mother and Daddy read to us from 
God’s Word. So I had had more 
opportunity to know what was 
right than most. My big sister, 
Grace, had been saved, and I was 
envious. Then I began to hear 


about how someday Jesus Him- 
self was coming back from Heaven 
to take those who were saved Aup 


The rich people put money in 
a collection plate in the temple in 
Jerusalem. A widow put in two 
mites. Jesus said in substance, 
“She put in more than all the 
rest of them.” She put her heart 
into the treasury. When our hearts 
are back of our gifts, they give a 
golden ring to the falling of a 
copper coin. There is a divine 
sacredness about everything we do 
if we have the Christian impulse 
of a surrendered heart back of 
our act. A Christian washing dish- 
es in her kitchen in the name of 
Jesus Christ is engaged in a work 
as sacredly divine as preaching 
the Gospel in a cathedral on the 
Sabbath morning. It is not how 
much we give nor how brilliant 
our gift is. The question is—what 
is the attitude of the heart? When 
Jesus washed the disciples’ feet, 
He was just as beautifully divine 
as when He preached His sermon 
on the Mount. He made the job 
of a servant a-high calling. He 
taught that the great ones are 
servants and that those who would 
go up must first go down. “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest. Take my yoke upon you, 
and learn of me; for I am meek 
and ye shall 
find rest unto your souls.” That is 
His invitation to tired hearts. We 
rest not by a cessation of work; 
we rest when we are willing to 


_ “yoke up” with Him fi real, hon- 


est, faithful service to the glory 
of God.—Dr. Bob Jones, 8r. 


with Him in the clouds to Heaven. 
It was not a small thing with 
me. I remember lying in the bed 
which I shared with Grace and 
thinking, “If Jesus comes tonight 
while I am asleep, I am the only 
one who will be left here. Mother 
and Daddy are saved, Grace has 
trusted Jesus, and the little chil- 
dren are too little to know what 
it is all about. I am the ‘only 
one who is a sinner, the only one 


who is lost.” My parents, of 
course, had no idea why I was 
miserable. 


I particularly remember when I 
took a banana from the kitchen 
without permission. (Bananas 
were rare in those days, something 
very special.) I hid behind a door 
and ate my stolen fruit. I remem- 
ber even now that the banana 
wasn’t good like I expected it 
to be. The old saying, “Stolen 
fruit is sweet,” surely was not 
true because that banana was like 
ashes. And perhaps that one sin, 
the eating of a banana without 
permission, was the beginning of 
my Knowing that I was lost. 

Later—-it seemed like a long 
time, but probably it was only a 
few days—as we listened to Moth- 
er reading from Matthew the 
story of Jesus’ being crucified for 
us, my little heart broke as I 
realized that Jesus had died for 
me, that He didn’t want to leave 
me behind when He came to take 
Christians to Heaven. As I cried, 
Mother said, “Honey, what is 
wrong? Why are you crying?” 
And I sobbed, “Mommy, I want 
to be saved.” Right then my wise 
mother said, ‘““Then you must trust 
the Lord Jesus now.” So right 
then we knelt and prayed, and 
that night I asked the Lord Jesus 
to come into my heart and save 
me, and He did! 

Now if my mother had not been 
so wise, she might have said, 
“Mary Lloys, you are a good girl. 
You don’t need to be saved now.” 
She might have calmed me for a 
little while but I would still have 
known that I was. bad. I knew 
that I did wrong often. I still re- 
member how I fussed with my 
big sister over who got to sit 
next to a window in the car when 
we rode to church. I knew I 
did wrong about other things, too. 
But when I sinned after I was 
saved, I didn’t worry about being 
lost. I asked the Lord’s forgive- 
ness, but I never worried about 
being left behind when Jesus 
came for his own. 


Now if you know you are a sin- 
ner, if you have never trusted 
Jesus to save you, to wash away 
your sins, there is no better time 
than today. Jesus said, “Him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out.” He wants to save you 
today. Will you trust Him today? 
Will you take His free gift of 
salvation? Then do it right away! 
Read John 5:24: “Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, He that heareth 
my word, and believeth on him 
that sent me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into con- 
demnation; but is passed from 
death unto life.”” Have you trusted 
Jesus today? Then please let me 
know about it.

Jesus Christ Talks About Repentance

who came up here? They were 
rebels from Galilee who wanted 
to overthrow the Roman govern- 
ment. They had plots against 
Pilot’s governorship. Do you re- 
member those and what happened 
to them?’ 


Jesus said, ‘I know. When their 
treason was proved, they were 
followed into the temple and as 
the blood of their sacrifices ran 
down from the brazen altar, they 
were seized and killed and their 
own blood ran down: and mingled 
with their sacrifices. Jesus said, 
‘Don’t forget it: God Almighty is 
back of that punishment and He 
will punish you if you do not re- 
pent.’ 

What is Jesus saying? That He 
has put the government in the 
business of punishing sin. God put 
parents in the business of punish- 
ing children for sins. God backs 
up police officers who enforce law 
and punish sin. 


Yes, Jesus Christ takes respon- 
sibility for saying that God Him- 
self will see that sin is punished 
and that it is the hand of God 
when sin is punished. Then let us 
remember this: Jesus said that 
sin will catch up with you. Wheth- 
er it is by the government repre- 
senting God; whether it is by your 
parents representing God; or 
whether it is a disaster of nature, 
or your health or something else— 
it is the hand of God on sin. 


He said about those eighteen 
on whom the tower in Siloam fell 
and slew them, “Think ye they 
were sinners above all men that 
dwelt in Jerusalem? I tell you, 
Nay: but except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.” Now He 
says God was back of that. You 
mean to say that God permits 
accidents? Yes, God has a hand 
in every accident and there is no 
honest way to explain it away. 
You had just as well put it down 
that the eternal, omnipotent God 
has a reason. 

If 38,000 people died in America 
in automobile accidents in one 
year, in every case God had a 
reason and allowed it for a pur- 
pose. All the people who slipped 
in the bathroom and hurt them- 
selves; everyone who fell off Iad- 
ders and broke their necks; every- 
one who was killed in an industrial 
accident; everybody who died in 
any other way—that was the hand 
of God. The hand of God shoved 
that tower over and _ £ killed 
eighteen men. Jesus Christ is tak- 
ing the responsibility that sin will 
be punished. If nature does it, 
it is of God. If the government 
does it, it is of God. Jesus is say- 
ing that sin cannot get by. Sin 
will be punished. 

Strange that today so many 
preachers are much nicer than 
Jesus Christ. Jesus did not mind 
saying that sin will send you to 
Hell, that sin will bring the judg- 
ment of God, that sin brings wrath 
and punishment. Jesus said that 
you cannot get by. But accord- 
ing to what they tell you, preach- 
ers these days are so much nicer 
than Jesus Christ, so much more 
loving. I do not believe it! It 
would be a mighty good thing if 
everybody who reads this would 
realize that the dear Lord Jesus 
says that people are going to Hell 
and would set out to warn them. 
Do it with tears and burden: do 
it with holy earnestness; do it with 
sympathetic love; but warn peo- 
ple that the judgment of God and 
Hell await people who go on in 
their sins. That is the way Jesus 
preached all the time and we 
should preach the same way. 


But You, Unsaved Reader, 
Are As Deserving of 
Hell as They 


Notice further. He said that 
you are as great a sinner and you 
are as certain for the judgment 
of God as were those people. You 
say, “I’m no criminal. I’m no 
traitor. I’m not trying to over- 
throw the government. Pilate took 
those men and killed them be- 
cause they were traitors against 
the government. They were crim- 
inals.” But Jesus says, “Think 
ye that they were any worse than 
the rest of you? Except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish.” 
What is He saying? That there 
is not a murderer behind the bars 
who is any surer for Hell than you 
are, if you don’t repent of your 


sins, a4 sia 


Oh, but you say, “I am a very 
nice person. I pay my debts and 
am a good citizen.” Yes, I know. 
With men you are different, but 
in God’s sight, who sees the black 
heart, you are not any different. 

I am for the death penalty for 
murder and certain other crimes. 
I am for strict enforcement of 
the law. But when I preach to 
the people behind the bars, I 
preach plainly to them with bur- 
den and with tears, “Never mind 
whether you are behind the bars 
or in front of them: if you do not 
repent of your sins, you are going 
where the fire never goes out 
and where the worm never dies: 
the worm of conscience, the worm 
of decay and bitterness and cor- 
ruption and eternal remorse. I 
say that you are going there if 
you do not repent.” In jail or 
out; a criminal or the judge on 
the bench—it does not change the 
warning a particle: the Bible says 
there is no difference for all have 
sinned and come short of the glory 
of God. Jesus said, “Think ye 
those men who were killed be- 
cause they were criminals are the 
only ones who are going to reap 
such condemnation? I tell you, 
Nay, but except you repent you 
will do the same.’ 

We had a good deal of burden 
of heart and sorrow over the ship- 
ping home of Korean veterans 
who died in action. We had 
much sorrow beside flag-draped 
coffins. But remember that all 
those peple who died were no 
more worthy of death than are 
you and I. And unless we repent 
of our sins and turn to Jesus 
Christ and get born again, cer- 
tain disaster and the judgment 
of God will likewise come on us, 
the Scripture says. Jesus says, 
“Except ye repent, ye shall all 
likewise perish.” 


Sinners Without Christ Per- 
ish, Eternally Separated 
From God 


‘“Perish.”’ What does that mean? 
It may mean death under the 
special judgment of God. But it 
does not mean simply death or 
death only. What does it mean? 
Perish means not just the body, 
but both soul and body. “Fear 
not him who is able to kill the 
body, but fear Him who is able 
to cast both soul and body into 
hell,” Jesus says in another place. 
And John 3:16 says, “Whosoever 
believeth in him _ should not 
perish.” He did not mean they 
should not die in the flesh; He 
meant they. shouldn’t go-to Hell. 
One who trusts in Christ should 
not be shut out forever away 
from the face of God. He should 
not be forever estranged from God 
and tormented in the place of tor- 
ment. The Bible says those who 
do not repent will perish. They 
will go to Hell. If you are 
Squeamish about the use of the 
word Hell, then you are not used 
to the New Testament and the 
preaching of Jesus Christ. We 
need to remember it is in the 
Bible. It is an eternal and solemn 
fact. The most tragic fact that 
anybody ever discussed or ever 
thought about is the fact of the 
eternal doom of Christ-rejecting 
sinners in Hell. 


But Condemned Sinners May 
Repent and Not Perish 

But, thank God, there is another 
word. It is turn or burn. Aren’t 
you glad that people can turn? 
It is repent or perish. Aren’t you 
glad that Jesus offers people a 
chance to repent? People can re- 
pent, : 

Isaiah 99:7 says, “Let. the 
wicked forsake his way, and the 
unrighteous man his’ thoughts: 
and let him return unto the Lord, 
and he will have mercy upon him; 
and to our God, for he will abund- 
antly pardon.” There is no mercy 
except to those who repent. There 
is no offer of salvation except to 
those who in their hearts turn from 
their sins. 


A great many people have criti- 
cized that great Methodist evan- 
gelist of another generation, Sam 
Jones, who used to preach on, 
“Quit Your Meanness.” Somebody 
says, “Don’t you know that turn- 
ing from an immoral life is not 
enough for salvation?” I know 
that. But there is no salvation 
unless your heart does turn. And 
so the heart must turn. Oh, then

there. He watched the boy as he 
went back up the steps and out 
the side door. But a few minutes 
later when Cathy and Super 
walked back into the basement 
after hanging out some clothes 
they found the youngster in the 
shop room again. Again Mrs. Rice 
told him he could not play down 
there and not to come back into 
the basement again. For the 
second time Super watched as the 
boy went up the steps and out 
the side door. 

When the Princess went to hang 
out another batch of clothes Super 
did not follow. Instead he thought- 
fully parked himself in front of 
the shop room door. Cathy thought 
nothing of it and was hanging 
clothes on the line when she heard 
blood-curdling screams coming’ 
from the basement. 

She dashed back in, and in the 
forbidden room she again found 
Billy. The boy was obviously 
scared out of his wits and was 
screaming his head off. His legs 
were running to beat sixty but 
he definitely wasn’t going any- 
where, The reason he was moving 
but not traveling was that 155 
pounds of dog had a firm grip on 
what was covered by the seat of 
his pants! 

Of course Cathy immediately 
made Super turn Billy loose. To 
add insult to his injury she also 
made him take down his trousers 
so she could see if he was really 
badly hurt or just badly scared. 
It turned out to be the latter. 
Super hadn’t even broken the 
skin but had just applied enough 
pressure to hold the youngster. 
Incidently, Billy never went down 
into the basement again. Come 
to think of it—he never even 
came to see uS again! 


Warning of Death in the Dead 
of the Night 


In the summer Super usually 
slept in the cool basement and 
during the long winter months he 
usually slept at the foot of the 
stairs in the front hall. The up- 
stajrs bedrooms were off-limit to 
the big dog. Occasionally he would 
be allowed to sleep on the floor 
in our bedroom the first night I 
was home from a revival tour. But 
he understood he was never to go 
upstairs except by special invita- 
tion. He did go upstairs without 
being invited, though, in the dead 
of a cold winter night. I was away 
from home. Super made his way 
up the stairs, pushed open our 
bedroom door and awakened the 
Princess by whining in her ear and 
licking her cheek. 

Startled, she switched on the 
bed lamp and looked at the great 
dog. Super was trembling and 
whining and looking very upset. 

“Super,” she said, “what are you 
doing up here? You know you 
aren’t supposed to be here. Go on 
back downstairs.” 

. But the big dog did not leave 
the room. Instead, he pawed at 
the covers and continued to whine. 
Something definitely was wrong. 
Evidently something had fright- 
ened him—but what? She won- 
dered if it could have been a bad 
dream. 

Getting out of bed she slippe 
On a robe, put her hand on the 
big dog’s collar and, together, they 
walked out of the room, down the 
hall and began decending the 
stairs. Suddenly Cathy, too, be- 
came uneasy. Something was cer- 
tainly wrong and yet she did not 
know what it was. 

When they reached the lower 
hall at the foot of the stairs Cathy 
stopped but Super went at once 
to the door that led to the base- 
ment stairs. He looked back, 
whining. Still whining, he pawed 
on the door and then again looked 
at the Princess. She opened the 
door and immediately billows of 
smoke filled the hall! 

With Super at her side she went 
down the steps inte a smoke-filled 
basement. One quick glance was 
all she needed—one corner of the 
basement was on fire! 

After calling the fire depart- 
ment on the hall telephone, Cathy, 
with the big dog at her side, 
rushed back to the upstairs bed- 
rooms where the children were 
sleeping. While Super barked and 
licked little faces, she put coats on 
the little boys and girls and rushed 
them downstairs. 

The firemen arrived promptly 
and not only extinguished the fire 


in the basement but squirted a 
little water in the hall and living 
room for good measure. The fire 
had started from a short in the 
electric motor that operated the 
furnace. According to the Chief, 
the fire had been discovered just 
in time. Another ten or fifteen 
minutes, he said, and the entire 
house would have burned. 


Super’s warning had saved our 
house and possibly even the lives 
of my wife and youngsters. 


Faithful to a Sacred Trust 


I got Super in the first place 
to be a companion and guardian 
for my family. I am gone from 
home so much of the time in re- 
vivals and I felt a large dog 
might help protect my loved ones. 
Super seemed to sense this and 
he was certainly faithful to this 
sacred trust. 


Christians, too, are to be watch- 
men. We are to give warnings— 
warnings of the disastrous con- 
sequences of sin, warning of Hell- 
fire and damnation. God Almighty 
holds us accountable for our faith- 
fulness in this matter. It is a 
sacred trust and if sinners go to 
Hell because we have neglected 
to warn them, God will require 
their blood at our hands. God will 
hold us accountable. 


Ezekiel 3:17-19 has this solemn 
word for us: 


“Son of man, I have made thee a 
watchman unto the house of Is- 
rael: therefore hear the word at 
my mouth, and give them warn- 
ing from me. When I say unto the 
wicked, Thou shalt surely die; and 
thou givest him not warning, nor 
speakest to warn the wicked from 
his wicked way, to save his life; 
the same wicked man shall die in 
his iniquity; but his blood will I 
require at thine hand. Yet if thou 
warn the wicked, and he turn not 
from his wickedness, nor from his 
wicked way, he shall die in his 
iniquity; but thou hast delivered 
thy soul.” 

I understand that this charge 
was given to Ezekiel concerning 
the nation Israel. But surely we 
are guilty of the blood of friends 
and neighbors who go to Hell if 
we have not warned them and 
tried to win them to Christ. 

Paul was thinking about this 
very thing when he met with the 
elders of Ephesus and _6 said, 
“Wherefore I take you to record 
this day, that I am pure from the 
blood of all men. For I have not 
shunned to declare unto you all 
the counsel of God” (Acts 20:26- 
27). 

Again in Acts 20:31 Paul said, 
“Therefore watch, and remember, 
that by the space of three years 
I ceased not to warm every one 
night and day with tears.” 

Paul could say, “If anyone in 
the town of Ephesus goes to Hell 
it dead-sure won’t be my fault. 
For three long years I declared 
the whole counsel of God, I 
preached, prayed, warned and 
wept night and day. If any one 
in Ephesus goes to Hell it will not 
be because I did not warn him but 
because he would not listen.” 


He Killed the Dog... And 
Lost His Life 


D. L. Moody used to tell the 
story of the miner who hid gold 
in his cabin. One night robbers 
approached the lonely mining 
shack and the miner’s faithful dog 
began barking furiously. The min- 
er was awakened from his sleep. 
He went outside, looked around, 
saw nothing and went back to 
bed. 

A bit later the dog again 
awakened his master with his 
furious barking. Again the miner 
went outside and looked around 
and could see nothing. This time 
he scolded the dog severly. He 
was tired and wanted to sleep 
and he did not want the dog waking 
him up. 

But a bit later the dos awak- 
ened his master the third time. 
This time the miner, angry be- 
cause the dog was disturbing his 
rest, killed the dog. 

“Now,” he thought, “I can get 
some sleep.” And he went back 
to bed. As soon as he was asleep 
the robbers crept into the house, 
killed the miner and took his 
gold. The old man died because he 
had killed the faithful dog who 
had warned him of approaching 
doom. 

So the Holy Spirit of God warns 
the unsaved of approaching doom. 
The Holy Spirit speaks through 
husbands and wives and fathers 
and mothers and children and 


Man Sent from God 
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cident which was such a key event 
in the life and ministry of John 
R. Rice we cannot well ignore it, 
let it be said that Dr. Norris was 
a firm believer in the fundamen- 
tals of the faith and that he 
preached them with a clearness and 
beauty seldom excelled. He did 
considerable good in the South- 
west where he pastored the First 
Baptist Church of Fort Worth, 
and in the North where he pas- 
tored the Temple Baptist Church 
of Detroit. These two great pas- 
torates were held simultaneously 
for years as he flew back and 
forth between Texas and Mich- 
igan. Tens of thousands of souls 
were won to Christ through his 
preaching and hundreds of young 
men surrendered to the ministry 
as a result of his spoken chal- 
lenge. He departed to his reward 
several years ago and I would not 
want to write anything now which 
would harm the _ independent, 
fundamental movement he found- 
ed or™bring reproach upon the 
faithful, godly, zealous ..men who 
are associated.with the World 
Baptist Fellowship - which he 
founded, many of whom are my 
very dear friends. 


However, even Dr. Norris’ 
staunchest supporters admit his 
uncharitable and often unfair 
treatment of those with whom he 
disagreed. Some men seem to be 
born dictators and Dr. Norris fell 
into that category. As a matter 
of fact, most men who accomplish 
amazing results—both in religious 
and secular fields—are predomin- 
antly dictators. But Dr. Norris 
not only was a dictator, he refused 
to permit any who did not want 
his rule to go their separate ways. 
Instead, when they by conviction 
felt they must break with him, he 
would openly and bitterly malign 
them in his paper and do anything 
else he could to wreck their min- 
istry. 

Previous to his attack on Dr. 
Rice, he had first highly praised in 
his weekly paper, The Funda- 
mentalist, then bitterly attacked 
when he broke with them, such 
men as Rev. W. Lee Rector, 
Rev. Scott W. Hickey, Rev. Joe 
Scheumack, Rev. Jack Neville, 
Rev. Grover Cleveland, Rev. Mell 
G. Leaman, Rev. Earl Anderson, 
and several others. One preacher 
in San Antonio took him to law 

‘which was wrong according to 
the clear teaching of the Bible— 
and sued him for slander, winning 
a judgment of $25,000. 


It seems that Dr. Rice and Dr. 
Norris had entered into several 
disagreements about the policy in- 
volving the latter’s attacks in his 
paper on good men, The issue 
came to a head when Dr. Norris 
was in Detroit and had sent back 
an article to be published in The 
Fundamentalist which would do 
Sam Morris, who was even then 
a very prominent pastor and radio 
preacher, much harm. Clearly 
warning Dr. Norris that the article 
was wrong, Dr. Rice had it killed, 
apparently upsetting Dr. Norris 
very much. When Dr. Norris said 
no fundamentalist could prosper 
without his “love and confidence,” 
Dr. Rice declared he depended on 
God, not men, for endorsement. 

Obviously seeking retaliation 
and knowing Dr. Rice was sched- 
uled to begin a revival campaign 


through churches—through _in- 
dividuals and through groups. The 
man who despises these warnings, 
who shuts out every godly influ- 
ence that would lead him to 
Christ, is making certain his own 
damnation just as surely as the 
miner settled his own doom by 
killing the dog who gave him 
warning. 

With all the sincerity of my 
heart I urge my Christian broth- 
ers to be true to their sacred trust 
and to warn men of judgment to 
come. And I urge those who are 
unsaved to heed this warning. It 
comes from God. Turn now and 
trust the Lord Jesus Christ as 
your Saviour and do it today.

with the Grace Baptist Church of 
Binghamton, New York, on Jan- 
uary 12, 1936, Dr. Norris secretly 
sent the pastor, Rev. Fred R. Haw- 
ley, a letter advising him he had 
better cancel the meeting because 
Rice had become a “Holy Roller.” 

On Saturday, January 4, just as 
Dr. Rice was preparing to leave 
early Monday morning for the re- 
vival at’ Binghamton, he received 
the following telegram: 


REV JOHN R RICcE 
201 East TENTH STREET 
DALLAS 


BROTHER RICE BECAUSE A GRAVE 
QUESTION HAS ARISEN WE AS A 
BOARD ARE WIRING CANCELLING 
OUR ENGAGEMENT WITH YOU FOR 
JANUARY TWELVE LETTER OF DE- 
TAILS WILL FOLLOW PLEASE REPLY 
BY WESTERN UNION ON REVERSE 
CHARGES 
FRED R HAWLEY 


He immediately wired that in all 
fairness he should know what 
there was about him or his minis- 
try to which objection had been 
made, as well as the source of the 
objection. A second telegram ar- 
rived from Binghamton stating his 
“friends” had accused him of 
“teaching and preaching MacPher- 
sonism and Pentecostalism.” When 
he learned what the objection was 
he wrote a long letter to Brother 
Hawley explaining the situation, 
sending him various printed ar- 
ticles and pamphlets on speaking 
in tongues, sinless perfection, 
divine healing, women preachers, 
and kindred themes which made 
his position very clear. He told 
him that he had incontrovertible 
proof that he was not mixed up 
with MacPhersonism or Pente- 
costalism and that he knew what 
was back of the whole accusation. 


In the letter he said he was 
leaving immediately for Bingham- 
ton to hold a revival. If they want- 
ed him there, that would be fine. 
If not, he would get some large 
downtown, central location and 
expect God to bless in an inde- 
pendent campaign. He also wrote 
several pastors with whom he had 
held blessed revivals, informing 
them of the situation and telling 
them that if they wished te do so, 
they could write a word to the 
church in Binghamton. 


Monday morning he loaded his 
family and a stenographer into 
the car and started out for Bing- 
hamton, two-thousand miles away. 
He had several speaking engage- 
ments en route but did not give 
Brother Hawley any address 
where he could be reached, leaving 
the whole matter in God’s hands. 
It was not until he drove up in 
front of the Grace Baptist Church 
at 7:10 Saturday night, January 
11, and saw on the large bulletin 
board in front the announcement 
that Bwvangelist John R. Rice of 
Texas was to begin a great revival 
on Sunday, that he knew what to 
expect. 


Pastor Hawley and his board 
had weighed all the evidence and 
decided unanimously the attack 
on him was unjustified. However, 
just to make certain, Brother 
Hawley took the material to one 
after another fundamental Baptist 
minister to examine and with one 
accord they agreed Rice had been 
done an injustice and that the 
whole attack was an attempt of 
Satan to block the program of 
God, Scores of pastors went to 
Dr. Rice’s defense and wrote let- 
ters to the Grace Baptist Church, 
some of whom were: Rev. Sam 
Morris, Rev. P. T. Stanford, Rev. 
H. C. Ownbey, Rev. Lee Kidd, 
Rev. Theodore Fisher, Rev. J. E. 
Glenn, Rev. W. DTD. Herrstrom, 
Rev. Marion Been, Rev. Tom 
Masters, Rev. Garrett R. Graham, 
Rev. Loys Vess, Rev. Richard 
Ausburn, Rev. Bruce Hibbitt, Rev. 
Willie E. Lee, Rev. Jasper C. Mas- 
segee, and Rev. W. O. Majors. 

It is not right to try to judge 
Dr. Norris’ motive in the attack, 
but his recklessness with the 
truth, his wicked slander, and his 
unethical endeavor to wreck a 
revival campaign were unmistak- 
ably wrong. Perhaps. as has been 
suggested by many, it was a re- 
sult of his seeming determination 
to rule fundamentalism with. an 
iron hand, much as a pope in 
ecclesiastical realms or a dictator 
in political spheres. At any rate, 
in two different letters to Dr. 
Rice he boasted: “No man will 
get anywhere in the cause of 
fundamentalism in the north, east, 
or outside of Texas if he fails 
to have the love and confidence of 


the First Baptist Church,” mean- 
ing the endorsement of himself. 
Nor was he satisfied to cease. 
his attack after his initial attempt 
to get the revival canceled. Fail- 
ing in that, he had large quanti- 
ties of literature shipped to Bing- 
hamton for distribution, publicly 
attacking Dr. Rice. He asked all 
his friends who would to write 
malicious letters slandering Dr. 
Rice. He had his co-worker, Dr. 
Louis Entzminger, write a strong 
—and in many matters untrue— 
attack for The Fundamentalist. 
He sent repeated telegrams to 
Binghamton, yet ignored the in- 
vitation of Pastor Hawley, Evan- 
gelist Rice, and other interested 
brethren to come to Binghamton 
and make his charges face-to-face,

Then, true to the promise in the 
"telegram, the January 31 issue of 
The Fundamentalist carried a long 
‘article by Dr. Entzminger on “The 
*Unscriptural Heresy of “The Bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost’ and Its 
Evil Consequences.” In the article 
Entzminger described the “Rice 
“heresy” as “one of the outstanding 
heresies of modern. times” and said 
“his position is typical of Pente- 
‘costals and MacPhersonites.” Dr. 
Rice immediately replied that Dr. 
‘Norris had known his position on 
these matters all along and had 
said in print, “I absolutely agree 
with him.” He pointed out the fact 
that Dr. Norris had stated about 
his booklet, 
Tongues, “I consider it the ablest 
answer to modern Holy Rollerism 
thus far published.” 


When attention was called to 
these statements, along with many 
quotations from Norris’ published 
addresses showing that he be- 
lieved exactly the same as Rice, 
instead of confessing his error and 
apologizing for the false accusa- 
tions, Dr. Norris manufactured 
several statements containing doc- 
trinal error along “holy roller’ 
lines and attributed them to Rice. 
When challenged, he never was 

able to show where Rice had pub- 
“licly stated or printed them. 
However, instead of hurting the 
,_ revival, it actually helped it and 
it is very doubtful they would 
thave experienced the sweet mov- 
ing of the Spirit of God in Bing- 
hamton had it not been for all the 
prayer interest stirred up through 
Norris’ agitation. Letters from 
Texas, Oklahoma, Mississippi, 
Kentucky, Missouri, Pennsylvania, 
and other states came to assure 
Rice of special prayer interest be- 
cause of the attack. One lady in 
Fort Worth read the attack in 
The Fundamentalist and before 
she could finish the article be- 
cause so burdened in prayer for 
the revival she sought her prayer 
closet. A large Sunday School 
class in the same city had special 
seasons of prayer for the revival, 
earnestly begging God to manifest 
His power. A man in Dallas wrote 
that there was “not a night since 
you have been gone but that my 
pillow has been wet with tears as I 
prayed for you.” A member of Dr. 
Norris’ church wrote that she 
often woke in the night praying 
for the revival. Another lady in 
Dallas wrote to testify she, too, 
woke up in the night and found 
herself praying for him with her 
face wet with tears, 


Through it all Dr. Rice claimed 
such promises as, “Blessed are 
they which are persecuted for 
righteousness’ sake: for their’s is 
the kingdom of heaven. Blessed 
are ye, when men shall revile you, 
. and persecute you, and shail say 
all manner of evil against you 
falsely, for my sake. Rejoice, and 
be exceeding glad: for great is 
your reward in heaven: for so per- 
secuted they the prophets which 
were before you” (Matt. 5:10-12). 


The experience was not easy to 
bear but it fulfilled beautifully the 
guarantee which the _ psalmist

| winter was the worst experienced 


had written with such positive as- 
surance, “Surely the wrath of 
man shall praise thee: the remain- 
der of wrath shalt thou restrain” 
(Ps. 76:10), and a gracious revival 
broke out in Binghamton. 


God blessed mightily from the 
very start and within ten days the 
meeting had outgrown the audi- 
torium of the Grace Baptist 
Church. They invited some of the 
fundamental brethren of several 
different denominations to join 
them and rented the Binghamton 
theatre—where Gypsy Smith had 
held a campaign some years pre- 
viously—seating 2,200 people. 
They had to agree to pay $1,000 
rent for one month, a real step 
of faith for those anti-mass-evan- 
zelism depression days. Radio 
station WNBF gave the crusade a 
half-hour daily free radio time, 
the newspapers gave very detailed 
write-ups and picture coverage, 
with one reporter assigned to cov- 
er every service. 

In no time at all the meeting 
became the talk of the triple- 
cities area. They referred to his 
alleged likeness to humorous Will 
Rogers, to his ‘““Texas drawl,” but 
especially about his plain and em- 
phatic preaching against sin. The 
liberal pastor of the First Con- 
gregational Church opposed the 
campaign publicly over the radio, 
complaining that some were 
preaching a literal Hell and that 
God could not save men without 
His Son coming to the earth to 
be tortured. That attack, of course, 
simply helped publicize the cam- 
paign and helped draw the crowds. 

By the time the meeting closed 
on Sunday night, February 23, 
there had been 374 public conver- 
sions and reclamations. Out of 
that number, about one-fourth 
were backsliders coming back to 
Christ after losing the joy of their 
salvation and the other three- 
fourths were first-time professions 
of faith in-Jesus Christ as personal 
Saviour. The big majority of those 
saved were grown, mature men, 
heads of families. Relatively few 
of them were children, probably 
because there were few children 
attending the meetings those 
snowy, sub-zero nights. 


It was an old-fashioned revival 
that reached old and hardened 
sinners. Many Catholics were con- 
verted, as were drunkards, agnos- 
tics, and others who had slipped 
into grievous sin. Remember, too, 
that those were days when evan- 
gelists were frowned upon, mass 
evangelism was considered fanat- 
ical, and anything which smacked 
of the slightest emotionalism was 
almost universally opposed. In ad- 
dition, the weather during the 
campaign averged below zero for 
most of the meeting and that 


in the vicinity for years. 

On one Sunday night of the 
campaign, Binghamton was the 
fourth coldest spot.in the United 
States. Many unusual things hap- 
pened and at least two grown 
men got under such tremendous 
conviction they fainted during the 
invitation and had to be revived. 
Thank God, however, after being 
revived each came forward public- 
ly to surrender to the Saviour. 


One of the interesting sidelights 
of the Binghamton revival had to 
do with a message fhe evangelist 
preached, entitled, “Sodom, Go- 
morrah, and Binghamton—Three 
of a Kind!” Writing of it later, 
he said: 


A group of learned preachers, 
meeting in the city, took heated 
exception to my sermon subject. 
A prominent denominational of- 
ficial said that for Binghamton, 
with its schools and hospitals, 
art and industry, its progres- 
sive and intelligent people, to be 
compared with ancient Sodom 
was unthinkable! His remarks 
were printed in the daily press. 
However, the same night, in a 
big club within a block of the 
theater where I preached, was 
held a very saturnalia of de- 
bauch and sin. Fifty prostitutes 
were brought in from New York 
City. The most prominent men 
in the city bought tickets to the 
banquet and show. By midnight 
many of the men _were drunk 
and many of the women naked, 
and by 4 o’clock in the morning, 
I was told, officers had to stop 
the breaking of furniture and 
had to interfere with the wild 
carousal. Literally hundreds 
took part. Many were members 
of the churches where these 


pious and complacent preachers 


held forth. 

Investigation revealed that 
such orgies were frequent af- 
fairs. Many of the preachers 
were openly modernistic, deny- 
ing the deity of Christ, the blood 
atonement, the new birth, and 
the inspiration of the Bible, yet 
they were shocked at the com- 
parison of Binghamton to Sodom 
and Gomorrah. They were rich, 
increased with goods, and had 
need of nothing, they thought. 
But God knew that they were 
“wretched, and miserable, and 
poor, and blind, and naked.” 

I announced the same sermon 
subject for the following night. 
Still larger crowds heard me 
with blessings from God the 
second night on the same sub- 
ject, and the revival continued 
with hundreds saved. 


That incident seems to mé 
the more remarkable in that 
newspaver men came to me with 
shocking revelations about the 
wickednéss going on in the city, 
while most of the preachers 
either did not know or did not 
care. 


The following morning the 
Binghamton Sun published ac- 
counts of the police raid and the 
evangelist’s sermon side by side, 
giving police court records which 
proved his point. After the re- 
vival was Over a prominent local 
woman wrote the city council and 
demanded an investigation. On the 
spot, the council appointed the 
city manager to investigate. News- 
papers reported the findings with 
full-page headlines, giving Rice’s 
sermon all the credit for the in- 
vestigation. Some of the facts un- 
covered made the chief of police 
look bad because of apparent 
serious compromises with the un- 
derworld. As a result, he launched 
an attack upon the evangelist in 
the daily newspapers and the co- 
operating pastors demanded a pub- 
lic apology from him. Rice did 
not know it until he got back to 
Dallas and the police showed him 
the wire, but the Binghamton 
chief had sent a telegram to the 
Dallas officials asking for informa- 
tion. The telegram said:

NISH ANY INFORMATION ON THIS 
MAN CRIMINALLY CHARACTER OR 
RELIABILITY WIRE COLLECT

Dallas police officials wired 
back immediately to the effect 
that the evangelist was very well 
known in that area, had no crimi- 
nal record, and was highly respect- 
ed. 

When the revival was over, the 
pastor of the church originally 
canceling the meeting, Rev. Fred 
R. Hawley, wrote the following 


letters to the ministers who had 


shown their interest in the meet- 
ing by writing or wiring in John 
Rice’s defense: 


Dear Brother in Christ: 

Your interest in our revival 
meeting and also in Brother 
John R. Rice is proven by your 
kind and helpful letter in time 
of need. 


Permit me to say that after 
six weeks together, it gives me 
great pleasure to say, first of 
all, that he is one of the most 
humble, godly men it has ever 
been my privilege to be asso- 
ciated with. At no time in his 
stay with us did he ever show 
in any way a selfish or hateful 
spirit. He always was so depend- 
ent upon God and the leading 
of the Holy Spirit in living and 
preaching Christ. It has been 
my privilege to visit him in his 
home, dine with him and also 
to have him and his family in 
our home. Surely our fellowship 
has been very sweet and my 
heart goes out to him as did 
Jonathan to David. 


Now as to his preaching and 
teaching may I say after twenty 
years experience in the pastoral 
work, I found him always to 
be very scriptural, using the Bi- 
ble continually. Brother Rice 
has proven to me to be one of 
the most’ godly, _ scriptural 
preachers and teachers. And I 
believe the Lord has a great 


place for him in the world be- 
cause he believes and preaches 
the Word without fear or favor. 
Brother Rice has no hobby he 
rides, but makes it very plain 
that “all have sinned,” must 

‘ come under the blood and be 
born again, if they are ever to 
be saved. 

God gave to us the greatest 
awaking our city has seen since 
William A. Sunday visited this 
city ten years ago. We did have 
a great revival! Hundreds of 
decisions for Christ! The fi- 
nances came very easy, ahd al! 
our people are pleased with the 
resuits. 


Again I say please accept my 
thanks for your kind words 
abcut our dear Brother Rice 
who has been a great blessing 
to my life, and I am-sure I will 
be more useful because it has 
been my privilege to work with 
him.

Before I close this chapter I 
want to quote a few paragraphs 
from THE SworD OF THE LORD, 
written by Dr. Rice in the issue 
of February 7, 1936. I think it 
shows most clearly the nature of 
the man this biography is about 
and how seriously he set out to 
follow the Saviour’s explicit in- 
struction, “Ye have heard that it 
hath been said, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor, and hate thine. ene- 
my. But I say unto you, Love 
your enemies, bless them that 
curse” you, do good to them that 
hate you, and pray for them which 
despitefully use you, and persecute 
you; that ye may be the children 
of your Father which is in Heav- 
en: for he maketh his sun to rise 
on the evil and on the good, and 
sendeth rain on the just and on 
the unjust. For if ye love them 
which love you, what reward have 
ye? do not even the publicans the 
same? And if ye salute your 
brethren only, what do ye more 
than others? do not even the pub- 
licans so? Be ye therefore per- 
fect, even as your Father which 
is in heaven is perfect’ (Matt. 
2:43-48). 

The article from which I quote 
was written during the Bingham- 
ton crusade—right in the midst of 
all the slander and abuse from the 
tongue and pen of Dr. Norris, who 
was endeavoring to destroy his 
ministry. Similar statements ap- 
peared in repeated issues of THE 
SWORD OF THE LorD during those 
weeks but I quote only this one 
as illustrative of them all. After 
discussing some other matters and 
quoting part of a letter to a Texas 
pastor clearing up some of the 
misrepresentations made against 
him, there was a subtitle, ‘Prayer 
for Dr. Norris.” Then appeared 
the following: 


I want to urge friends every- 
where to love and pray for Dr. 
Norris. All of us have our 
faults. He is a great man, has 
won many thousands of souls, 
and has stood for the funda- 
mentals of the faith in a way 
that I believe has greatly hon- 
ored God. He is human. The Bi- 
ble plainly says, “Brethren, if 
a man be overtaken in a fault, 
ye which are spiritual, restore 
such an one in the spirit of 
meekness; considering thyself, 
lest thou also be tempted.” I 
have personally, earnestly 
prayed that no harm would 
come to the ministry of Dr. 
Norris or these other men who 
have followed his leadership in 
attacking me, They are good 
men. i have prayed that God 
would bring their attack to 
naught and God is wonderfully 
answering prayer. But I do not 
want enmity and hatred aroused, 
and I do not want anything to 
happen that would cause sinners 
to fail to hear these men with 
open nearts, 


I know Dr. Norris well. He 
is God’s good man. His pride 
and his feeling that the Funda- 
mentalist cause will fair better 
if he can absolutely control it 
are very natural human tempta- 
tions to which all of us are sub- 
ject. If we had such great bless- 
ings as Dr. Norris has had, we 
might be guilty of the same 
thing. I have earnestly urged 
my peopie to pray and to let no 
bitterness in their hearts to- 
ward this man of God who has 
in this matter acted so foolish- 
ly. He sometimes gets off the 


track, but he gets back on again, 
and then the next time he gets 
off the track, it is on the other 
side, 


Read Dr. Norris’s paper, The 
Fundamentalist. He will have 
some great sermons in it. Listen 
to him over the radio. His mes- 
sages have blessed many. Write 
Dr. Norris a good letter and 
do what you can to keep the 

‘ government from putting him 
off the radio, as he says they 
are trying to do. Pray for the 
two great churches, the Tem- 
ple Baptist Church of Detroit 
and the First Baptist Church of 
Fort Worth. I know that the 
First Baptist Church at Fort 
Worth is a group. of great peo- 
ple. Some of them are broken- 
hearted and praying over this 
latest unhappy attack. Some 
have written to tell me so. 

Dr. Norris has great burdens 
and he is not as young as he 
once was and he should have 
our sympathy, love, and forbear- 
ance. May God bless him and his 
family, his churches, his paper, 
his radio work! I pray that no 
friend he has loved and been 
true to will forsake him, falsely 
accuse him, try to block his re- 
vivals and assassinate his minis- 
try. And may the dear Lord deal 
with him in just such tender 
mercy as all of us so sorely need. 


Dr. Rice has been in many con- 
troversies over truth and error— 
in some of which I have been very 
closely associated with him—and I 
assure you from close, first-hand 
observation that the above has 
been typical of his attitude during 
them all and in no case of con- 
troversy has it, been a matter 
of personality, always it has been 
a matter of principle. John R. Rice 
is one of God’s choice men who 
has been willing always, some- 
times at great personal sacrifice, 
to stand for the truth and con- 
tend earnestly for the faith. In the 
next chapter we will show a little 
of how God has honored him for 
his faithfulness.

wood’s own production code had 
been “rendered inoperative” by 
“wholesale and brazen violations” 
and called the past year’s offerings 
a “bold unprecedented departure” 
from accepted standards of decen- 
cy. Their statement went on to 
say: “This committee urges all 
Catholics to swpport an unmistak-, 
able national protest against the’ 
continuing production and exhibi- 
tion of films which glamorize 
adultery, which advocate free love, 
which belittle and debase_ the 
sacred state of matrimony, which 
ridicule personal integrity and 
which deaden human sensibilities 
by submerging them in a broiling 
sea of brutality and violence.” 
The Catholic hierarchy insisted 
it was “not alone” in its alarm 
about “‘the increasing indecency of 
the film fare offered to Ameri- 
cans,’ saying that “widespread 
criticism” of movieland films had 
been made by “religious leaders of 
all faiths,” public officials and “re- 
spected critics and journalists.”’ 


Let me, briefly, show how bad 
Hollywood has become. What I] 
say is not intended to be exhaus- 
tive, merely illustrative. The films 
I mention here are just a few of 
the items brought to my atten- 
tion—many of them by readers of 
my column in THE SWORD OF THE 
Lord who mailed me _ clippings 
from their local newspapers. 

What is the current Hollywood 
menu like? For one thing, they 
present 


I, Religion a la Blasphemous! 


One example pertains to the 
film ELMER GANTRY, a movie based 
on what Life described as “Novel- 
ist Sinclair Lewis’ _hate-filled 
tract against phony fire-and-brim- 
stone preachers of the old-time 
shouting, singing religion in the 
VU. S.,” and what Louis McLain 
in The American Weekly termed 
“one of his most vinegary novels 

. » an-expose of what Lewis con- 
sidered the excesses and hypocri- 
sies -of popular. evangelism.’ Note 
that the book—hence the film— 


- Was an attack on the “popular 


evangelism” of the Billy Sunday 
era, not just against ministerial 
hypocrisy. 

To understand the situation a 
little better, it might be helpful 
to read the description of Arthur 
Lewis by Maxwell Geismar in The 
Saturday Review. He wrote that 
Lewis “was a tormented, with- 
drawn, and uneasy spirit; probably 
he drank too much; his domestic 
life was turbulent; his sense of 
exile was permanent.” Helen Bow- 
er, Detroit Free Press movie critic, 
called him “perhaps the loneliest 
man I’ve ever known.” 

The advertising of the film alone 
Was an insult to the cause of 
Christ even if the movie had not 
been. A quarter-page ad for the 
film appearing in the Dallas Morn- 
ing News was headlined: “Sinner! 
Elmer Gantry Wants You! To 
Save Your Soul! To See The 
Light! Are You Ready, Sinner? 
He Wants You to Know All About 
Heaven ... But Not About His 
Whiskey and His Women!” 


Another ad said: “ ‘You're all 
sinners .... You'll all burn in 
hell!’ Tell ’em Gantry ... tell 


‘em everything—but not about 
your whiskey and your women!” 
Still another said: “BLESS HIM! 
Thousands of Believers Shouted 
His Praises! DAMN HIM! Three 
Women Damned His Soul!” 

An ad paid for by the Capri 
Theatre in downtown Dallas was 
headlined: “. . . let your sense 
of fair play measure any attack!” 
Then followed a statement by the 
manager saying, among other 
things: 


“From the time ... that pro- 
duction was announced, the film 
ELMER GANTRY has been the 
target for numerous attacks. 

“In a sense, it was not un- 
expected .... Like ... most 
of Lewis’ work, ELMER GANTRY 
rips aside camouflage and hy- 
pocrisy and probes deeply to the 
core of life as it really was. 

“Production of the film is now 
completed and soon you will be 
able to judge it for yourself. 
Until that time, let your sense 
of fair play measure any attack. 
Regardless of their source, they 
come, in practically every case, 
from those who have never even 
seen the script and can hardly 
have seen the picture... .” 


After noting the manager's 
claim that the film shows “life 
as it really was,” I hasten to con- 
fess that I have not seen the script 
or the picture—neither have I read 
the book. For that reason, I will 
limit the remarks appearing here 
to those who have seen this film 
that opens with the line: “Elmer 
Gantry was drunk.” 

Virgil Miers, writing in the Dal- 
las Tyvmes Herald, said “, . . it 
sizzles with jolting ideas and ex- 
plosive performances.” 


Life published nearly a full-page 
picture from a scene in the film. 
It showed a small tent congrega- 
tion composed of characters used 
by Hollywood when it desires to 
give an impression of hypocritical, 
gossipy, uneducated people. They 
were all elderly folk, of course, 
since Hollywood always presup- 
poses that religion does not appeal 
to youth. The shot showed the 
hero, Gantry, in a typical “Billy 
Sunday” pose, sliding across the 
platform. The picture caption said: 
“At the high point of his reviwal 
service, Elmer Gantry sets a tent 
crowd roaring by hitting the dirt 
with a_ ballplayer’s slide _ for 
Christ.” Incidentally, this novel 
was written by Lewis with the 
hero—a male evangelist—and the 
heroine—a female evangelist— 
when Billy Sunday and Aimee 
Semple McPherson were both at 
the height of their evangelistic 
careers. 


Helen Bower, of the Detroit 
Free Press, opened her review of 
the film with the words: 


“A screen foreword to ELMER 
GANTRY wisely advises 
against allowing impressionable 
children to see this film version 
of the Sinclair Lewis novel 
about religious evangelism. 

“Starring Burt Lancaster and 
Jean Simmons, ELMER GANTRY 
is every bit as powerful and jolt- 
ing a motion picture as the 
original book .... It will be 
heady viewing for impression- 
able adults.” 


Without trying to reproduce her 
long review, note these summary 
statements: 


“What was, and still may be, 
shocking about Elmer Gantry 
was his beginning as a sales- 
man of household appliances, the 
traveling salesman of Pullman 
washroom stories who was a 
drunkard and a lecher.... The 
tent evangelist played by Jean 
Simmons .. . falls in love with 
him and is betrayed... . Shirley 
Jones ... is the prostitute who 
is Lancaster’s nemesis. Her per- 
formance could get an Academy 
Award nomination, at least .... 
Brothel sequences are strong 
medicine. Some of Miss Jones’ 
dialog must be the lines that 
made trouble for ‘Elmer Gantry’ 
across the river because Lan- 
caster refused to delete them.” 


But ELMER GANTRY is not the 
only movieland sneer at evange- 
lism to roll off the cameras in the 
cinema city. An Erskine Johnson 
column recently opened: 


“Movie Plot, 1960: 

“She’s a girl who can’t say no 
because she’s mute. But ANGEL 
BaBy regains her speech and 
dignity through the prayers of 
a young evangelist. 

“Then the evangelist flips over 
ANGEL BaBy and things become 
a bit sticky because he already 
has a wife. 

“Yes, sir, folks, it’s sin and 
salvation in the Deep South but 
this is one Tennessee Williams 
didn’t conjure. 

“There’s a chance you may re- 
member the novel, Elsie Bar- 
ber’s ‘Jenny Angel.’ Plenty hot, 
of course, because Hollywood 
movie makers can’t say no these 
days to conflict. 


“Controversy, you know, has 
replaced the star system as box 
office bait.” 


The heroine in this mockery of 
the sacred is Salome Jens, a new- 
comer to the screen, assisted by 
Joan Blondell and Mercedes Mc- 
Cambridge. As Johnson wrote: 


“They keep things lively while 
Sal-o-may and her evangelist, 
George ‘Home from the Hill’ 
Hamilton, see the light in a 
shower of sparks. 

“Joan and Mercedes are evan- 
gelists. too—but OH, Brothers

and Sisters. 


“Joan plays rock-and-roll as 
the organist of the troupe and 
has a flair for bourbon-on-the- 
brimstone, 


“Puritanical Mercedes lives 
platonically * with evangelist 
Hamilton until ANGEL BaABy 
comes along. 


“Then Mercedes goes into a 
strip tease while she recites the 
verse of Matthew 5:28. 


“That's the story, 
Pe. ae 


“It’s ‘Baby Doll’ on the evan- 
gelistic trail. 

“Woods (the producer), I sus- 
pect, is finding it difficult to 
keep a straight face while he 
Says: ‘Believe me, there’s a lot 
of God in this film.’ 


“There's a lot of Sal-o-may in 
her white robes, too.”

Recently Hollywood released a 
production called JFNHERIT THE 
WIND, described as being “based 
on the guady carnival and top 
news story—the Scopes ‘Monkey 
Trial’ in 1925 in Dayton, Tennes- 
see.”’ Spencer Tracy is in the role 
of infidel lawyer, Clarence Darrow 
and Frederic March portrays Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan. The infidel 
is the hero of the story as told 
by Hollywood; the Christian de- 
fender of the faith is the fool! 
How fitting that one of the writers 
of the story for the screen be 
Nedrick Young, described by the 
American Legion as a “Soviet- 
indoctrinated artist.” 

The same lightness with regard 
to religion is manifested when 
Hollywood films a so-called bibli- 
cal movie. So much so that John 
Rosenfield opened review of THE 
Story OF RuUTH in The Dallas 
Morning News: “We are surprised 
that fundamentalism has not been 
argued more desperately, even 
bloodily, in the arts.” After giving 
several illustrations of the “liber- 
ty” invoked, he says of the film 
in question: 


“An extraordinarily success- 
ful biblical motion picture is 
THE STORY OF RUTH .... It is 
as much Norman Corwin as the 
Book of Ruth, which was writ- 
ten presumably by the Prophet 
Samuel. 


“For the Book*of Ruth tells 
only of the Moabite widow who 
follows her mother-in-law, Nao- 
mi, back to Judea, marries a 
‘near-kinsman’ Boaz gand be- 
comes the great-grandmother of 
King David and, therefore, an 
ancestress of Jesus. 


“According to Scripter Cor- 
win, Ruth was sold into the 
Temple of Chemosh by an im- 
poverished family and raised for 
the dubious honor of being dis- 
embowled as a sacrifice to the 
idol. On the day of the grim 
rite, the good Lord sends a 
blemish to her arm, making her 
less than perfect and, therefore, 
ineligible. 

“Ruth remains near the Al- 
tar as a priestess until she en- 
counters an expatriate Jew, ex- 
cellently played by Tom Tryon, 
better known as TV’s “Texas 
John Slaughter.’ He voices the 
concept of the unseen but om- 
nipotent and omnipresent God 
and Ruth slowly deserts Che- 
mosh. 

“The Book of Ruth merely 
states that Mahlon died after 10 
years of matrimony and that 
Ruth crosses the Jordan back 
to Judea with his mother, Nao- 
mi. 

“Corwin joins them in wed- 
lock on Mahlon’s deathbed, he 
suffering from injuries inflicted 
by the Moabites. 

“The Book of Ruth makes 
the latter part an idyl, Ruth, the 
‘Moabitess’ fitting smugly into 
the milieu of her adopted people 
and religion, marrying her late 
husband’s second nearest kins- 
man and begetting immortals of 
antiquity. 

“Corwin makes this episode a 


tumult of pagan rites, bigotry, 
a court trial with frame-up, The 
Jews behave as badly as the 
Moabites up to a point and then 
listen to reason. For a while, 
though, it looks as if they will 
stone Ruth to death and do 
themselves out of their favorite 
King. 

“The movie Ruth is, on the 
whole, a more engrossing tale 
than the biblical ‘Ruth’ and 
since the arts apparently have 
the privilege of turning cate- 
chism into parable, the picture 
is instructive and inspiring.” 


Another biblical travesty 
launched by Hollywood in 1960 
was the film, ESTHER AND THE 
KING. After remarking that the 
film “follows the gospel according 
to Cecil DeMille,” Indianapolis 
News movie critic Charles Staff 
Said: 


“Filmed in color on a wide 
screen, the movie features sex, 
violence, blood and beauty with 
a few ‘inspirational’ scenes 
thrown in to remind the viewer 
of the story’s origin. Voluptuous 
dancing girls in revealing cos- 
tumes alternate in quick suc- 
cession with scenes of blood and 
battle .... With many addi- 
tions, the plot tells the Old 
Testament story of the young 
Jewish maiden who wins the 
love of the powerful Persian 
King Ahasuerus .... The re- 
sults differ little from other 
biblical spectacles in the current 
rash,” 


The Newsweek review called the 
film “. .. @ sea of skin,” meaning 
nudity, and commented, “Readers 
of the Bible will be surprised to 
learn that this brassy extrava- 
ganza is based on the Book of 
Esther.” Incidentally, Newsweek 
revealed that instead of agreeing 
with the Word of God as to why 
Vashti was dethroned, in the film 
“it turns out that brazen Queen 
Vashti has been holding open 
house in the royal bedroom. So 
(Ahasuerus) sends her packing in 
favor of a replacement.” 


This same lightness of the 
sacred is reflected in the lives of 
filmland’s personalities. A timely 
editorial, “Just a Minute,” ap- 
peared sometime ago in The Bap- 
tist Messenger, the Oklahoma 
Baptist state paper. It said: 


“Recéntly R. G. Lee—who has 
made many contributions to 
Baptist life—pointed out that a 
nauseating irreverence toward 
God has been sweeping the coun- 


try. He cited the following ex- 
amples : 

“Movie actress Piper Laurie 
described a visit to Korea and 
her return from the military 
front in these words: ‘I felt just 
wonderful because I knew, some 
how I just knew, there were 
not four of us but five of us 
going back in that jeep. And 
guess who the fifth passenger 
was .... It was good old God.’ 

“Jane Russell got in the act 
by saying, ‘I love God. When 
you get to know him, you find 
he’s a livin’ Doll.’ 

“And Tallulah Bankhead as a 
guest on the Jack Paar show 
quoted this statement from a re- 
nowned dance band leader about 
his attitude toward prayer: ‘T 
talk to that Cat, Jesus Christ, 
every night.’ 

“All of us should pray for 
the salvation of the lost in the 
entertainment world just as all 
other unsaved people. But it is 
time for the Hollywood crowéd 
to quit talking about God until 
they really know him.” 


However, Hollywood is not only 
serving non-digestible religion this 


season but it continues—with 
greater force than ever before— 
to present

Al Weitschat, in the Detroit 
News, comments on one of the 
above films by saying: “The film 
opens with a matter-of-fact scene 
focused on the marital bed and it 
ends in the same locale.

The incarna- 
tion was the method by which an 
uncreated divine being, who had 
pre-existence, took into union with 
His own divine personality a hu- 
man nature. The first man Adam 
had neither father nor mother, nor 
previous existence. The first wom- 
an Eve who came into existence 
In a different way from any other 
man or woman, had no previous 
existence. But He who was born 
of the Virgin Mary was the pre- 


existent Lord who became incar- 
nate through His_ supernatural 
birth. The God who brought a 


motherless woman from the body 
of a man brought a fatherless 
man from the body of a woman. 


His mother was Mary. 


“His Father” 

In the Scripture in which we 
have four times the expression, 
“the young child and his mother,” 
we have the mention of His Fa- 
ther—in the quotation from proph- 
ecy, “Out of Egypt have I called 
MY Son.” Compare these words 
—*“His mother” and “My Son.” 

It is true that in some places 
in Scripture Joseph is called the 
father of the Lord Jesus. But by 


|' whom? By the people of Nazareth 


worship on the part of the wise | 


men was impossible apart from 
their belief in the incarnation. 
Men who had been taught of God 
and led of God as they had been, 
could not have worshipped a son 
of Joseph and Mary. 


We might consider for a mo- 


ment the objection to the incarna- | 


tion that having one human par- 
ent did not guarantee sinlessness, 
so that it would be of no advant- 
age to be born in that way. A sin- 
ful nature could be contracted 
from one parent just as well as 
two. We do not contend that hav- 
ing one human parent guarantees

scientific way in which God could 


become incarnate? To the one who | 


complains that this birth is out of 
the ordinary, we reply that the 
first Adam did not come through 
natural generation, 
did the second. We refuse to rule 
out the supernatural. So far as

and Capernaum who did not be- 
lieve in Him, who believed Him 
to be begotten in illegitimacy, who 
flung into His face the charge that 
He was begotten of fornication. It 
is true that once Mary spoke of 
Joseph as the father of the Lord 
Jesus. This was in the temple 
when she found Him after He had 
been lost for three days. She said, 
“Thy father and I have sought 
thee.”’ "Did He rebuke her when He 
said, “Wist ye not that I must 
be about my Father’s business?” 
She spoke of Joseph as His father. 
He spoke of God as His Father. 


But, even with the knowledge 
of the virgin birth, would it not 
be natural of her to speak so of 
her husband? Christ was born in 
Joseph’s house. He stood in legal 
relation as the son of Joseph. That 
is, while He was not the child of 
Joseph, He was the son of Joseph 
according to Jewish legal reckon- 
ing. He was under Joseph's protec- 
tion. It was but natural that Mary 
should so speak. More than one 
person has had in the home a child 
who was not born in the home, but 
who yet called the members of 
that home father and mother, Our 
Lord Jesus never spoke of Joseph 
as His father. Neither does the 
narrative of Scripture except to 
give the words of others. When 
our Lord spoke of His Father's 
house, He surely did not refer to 
the carpenter’s home in Nazareth 

It is worthy of note that in the 
genealogy in Matthew 1:1-17, 
which runs from Abraham down 
to Joseph, you find the word “be- 
gat” thirty-nine times. You are 
told that “Abraham begat Isaac”; 
“Isaac begat Jacob”; “Jacob be- 
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gat Judas’; etc. But when you 
come to the sixteenth verse, note 
carefully the omission of the word 
begat. That verse reads, “Jacob 
begat Joseph, the husband of 
Mary, of whom was born Jesus.” 
It does not say that Joseph begat 
Jesus as it does in every other 
instance of the thirty-nine sons. 
There is no statement of Christ’s 
having been begotten of Joseph. 
Instead of that, verse eighteen dis- 
tinctly declares that Mary was 
with child of the Holy Ghost. 


Joseph's attitude in the matter 
also makes plain the fact that he 
was not the father of the Lord 
Jesus, Joseph is espoused to Mary. 
3efore marriage she was found to 
be with child, Joseph was con- 
vinced Of Mary’s impurity and im- 
morality just as any other man 
would be under the circumstances 
today. Joseph was a just man, 
that is, a man who desired to 
obey God’s law. He wanted to do 
right in the sight of God. There 


her fascinated betrothed. In eithe: 
of these cases Jesus would be a 
bastard, and His reputed father 
and mother guilty of the grossest 
and most revolting licentiousness. 
My Lord was not thus born. Jo- 
seph disclaimed himself the father 
of Jesus. Logic forces me to face 
the alternative that Jesus was 
born of the Holy Spirit, or con- 
ceived out of wedlock.” 

Jesus Christ implied the virgin 
birth when He claimed God as 
His Father in a sense not true of 
any other man (John 5:17,- 18). 
Paul refers to the Lord Jesus as 
being “made of a woman” instead 
of begotten of man. There is no 
question concerning the attitude 
of the New Testament writers to 
the virgin birth. 

His Father Was God 
In conclusion, we answer the 


statement sometimes made that 
“it makes no difference whose son 


were just three things that Joseph 
could do. The first two he con-| 
sidered. He gave no thought to 
the third. What Joseph took into 
consideration was whether he 
should make Mary a public ex- 
ample, that is declare her guilt, 
or give her a private bill of di- 
vorce. Both of these things were 
provided for in the law. The first 
meant that he would expose he! 
to public shame. Under the law, 
this would necessitate her being 


stoned to death (Deut. 22:21, 
John 8:5). 
There was another provision, 


however, whereby a man might 


ey! . } 
put away a woman privily, that is, | 


divorce her secretly by putting a 
bill of divorcement into her hands, 
as we have it in 
24:1. Joseph thought of these 
things and finally made up his 
mind that he would put her away 
privately. The only other thing 
that Joseph could do was to take 
Mary to wife and so legitimize the 
birth of the Child in the eyes of 
the Jewish law. This was the thing 
that was brought to pass by the 
intervention of God. Remember 
that Joseph was not considering 
this last possibility. He had made 
up his mind to put Mary away 
privily. Do you think that God 
would permit this? Absolutely not! 
And so there came an angel of 
the Lord who gave instruction to 
Joseph which he, being a man of 
faith, was to follow. Joseph was 
to assume paternity of the Child. 
Therefore, he took Mary, and un- 
der his care, she brought forth a 
Son—not Joseph’s son, but a Son 
for a time entrusted to Joseph's 
care. So Mary’s first-born became 
the possessor of a legal father. 
Jesus Christ had two fathers, one 
by nature, and one by law. 

The very first promise and 
prophecy of the Saviour in Scrip- 
ture magnifies the virgin birth. 
Christ 
seed of the woman. He is the only 
One in all the millions of earth 
who stands out suck a seed. 
It is not the seed of Adam, but the 
seed of the woman. Human father- 


as 


hood does not enter into it at 
all. 

Harry Rimmer has_ written, 
“You know. as well as I do that 


there is no such thing as ‘seed of 
a woman.’ There is no life in any 
but the male seed. So well is this 
fact established that in all modern 
races a child takes the name of 
his father, because his life comes 
through the male parent eles 
But’ here is a statement made 
that when the promised Redeemer 
comes, He will be ‘seed of a wom- 
an.’ That will be a biological mira- 
cle, as He will have no earthly 
father. To have a child born which 
could be scientifically spoken of | 
as the seed of its mother would | 
be contrary to the known laws and | 
facts of biology.” 

The difficulty of a man being | 
born without a human father is/| 
met in the incarnation. Jesus | 
Christ has the unique distinction 
of being born into the human race 
of the seed of a woman. Some- 
one has said that it would be very 
remarkable if the birth of Jesus 
had not been unique, “In a person 
so supernatural the virgin birth 
was natural.” There is no question 
but that our Lord’s sinless life 
testifies to His sinless birth. 

Dr. Tiffany says, “If the birth 
of Jesus was natural, who was 
His father? If I deny His virgin 
birth my logic would force me to 
stand with the gossips of Nazareth 
and believe Joseph a vile seducer 
who begot Jesus out of wedlock, 
or that Mary was a harlot, worthy 
of death by stoning, but who im-
